Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7-1 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: In Preliminary 
Amendment submitted on 4/08/2005, Claim 7, line 4, applicant claiming (i), (ii) of (iil). 
Applicant doesn't have any numbers like that in the claims. Claim 7, line: 8, applicant 
claiming a+b=100, it unclear that which is "a" and which is "b". Applicant doesn't have 
any number like that in the claims. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bauer 
et al. (# US 6406527). 

Bauer et al. discloses a compound an ink composition Including from 0.5 to 15% 
the water soluble dye (column: 5, line: 30-50) and from 35 to 75% of water and 10 to 
50% of solvent (column: 5, line: 30-45). They also disclose process of Inkjet printing 
using Inkjet recording apparatus, which includes ink cartridge (column: 6, line: 25-40), 
and ink composition, and ejecting ink on paper or synthetic fiber (see Abstract). They 
also discloses that the water soluble dye of a formula as shown below (see Abstract; 
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column: 2, line: 1-50). They also discloses that the formula is in form of lithium, sodium 
or potassium salt (column: 2, line: 50-55).
